the Iron and Steel Controller, the Deputy Iron and Steel Controller and the 
Superintendents of Police in the Economic Offences Wing of the Central Bureau 
of Investigation, to make complaints in writing in Courts in respect of any offence 
punishable under Section 6 of the said Act.
